Stale Police March 
In Streets, Stores 
Looted By Rioters 


ROCHESTER, N Y. (AP) - 
Hundreds of young Negroes riot­ 
ed fiercely through the night, in 
what one Negro leader said was 
a reaction against alleged police 
brutality, 
and 
state 
troopers 
moved in today as an uneasy 
quiet settled on this strife-torn 
city. 
As 
angry 
Negroes 
surged 
through the streets, battling po­ 
lice, throwing stones, looting 
stores, and overturning automo­ 
biles, officials of this normally 
placid upstate community de­ 
clared a state of emergency. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller or­ 
dered 200 state police to the 
scene to assist the embattled 
city police force, and he also 
alerted National Guard officials 
for possible intervention. 
More than 80 persons were in­ 
jured — most of them Negroes 
—a few of them seriously, and 
about 80 were arrested. The in­ 
jured included nine policemen 
and a fireman. 
Some whites joined in the me­ 
lee. triggered by a police at­ 
tempt late Friday night to ar­ 
rest a young Negro at a street 
dance. The dance was in a pre­ 
dominantly Negro neighborhood 
on the fringe of the downtown 
shopping district and just a few 
blocks east of the Eastman Ko­ 
dak plant. 
Police said the unidentified 
young man had become drunk 
and disorderly. But, when they 
tried to put him in a patrol car, 
several other young Negroes in­ 
tervened and a battle developed.

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Leftist Sets 
Protest Move 
In New York 


NEW YORK (AP)—A self­ 
described Communist says he 
will lead an anti-police demon­ 
stration in Harlem today despite 
a ban on it by Police Commis­ 
sioner Michael J. Murphy. 
Murphy announced the ban at 
police 
headquarters 
Friday 
night while about 300 pickets 
marched 
outside 
chanting 
charges of police brutality. 
He said he fears mass street 
meetings this weekend could 
touch off racial violence like the 
bloody rioting that started last 
weekend. 
A swelling chorus of protests 
against the ban came from civil 
rights leaders, many of whom 
have been pleading for modera­ 
tion in the crisis. 
They demanded a meeting 
with Mayor Robert F. Wagner, 
urging him to rescind the ban 
and reprimand Murphy. Howev­ 
er,

planned demonstration. 
William Epton, a Negro who 
says “I am a Communist,” de­ 
clared he would head the Har­ 
lem Defense Council in a march 
late today. 
Murphy said he barred the de­ 
monstration “ in view of the 
tragic and unfortunate events of 
the last five days to preserve 
and improve the uneasy peace 
which now prevails.” 
Negro leader Bayard Rustin 
said Murphy’s order would re­ 
sult in “ a disaster” and lead to 
“the most vicious kind of be­ 
havior.”

Needles Coldwater 
Johnson Sets Campaign 
Theme, Including Rights 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson has laud out his 
path for the fall campaign along 
the high road of politics, stress­ 
ing peace, prosperity, modera­ 
tion and avoiding personal at­ 
tacks on his Republican oppo­ 
nent, Barry Coldwater. 
He said all this again Friday 
in a televised news conference. 
But, at the same time Johnson 
just couldn’t resist a chance to 
needle the Arizona senator on 
the role in the campaign of civil 
rights, civilian control over nu­ 
clear weapons and lawlessness 
in the streets. 
The news conference covered 
a variety of topics. But it al­ 
ways returned to one subject— 


Johnson’s campaign next fall 
against Barry Coldwater for the 
presidency. 
Asked if he expected “a rath­ 
er rough campaign,” Johnson 
replied 
“ Most campaigns are 
rough campaigns. I’m an old 
campaigner. I have been at it 30 
years. One of the first things I 
learned, at least so far as I am 
concerned, is tile people are not 
much interested in my personal 
opinion of my opponent.” 
Speaking only two hours be­ 
fore he met with Coldwater to 
discuss the racial question and 
other subjects, Johnson said, “I

Civ il rig hts is no t an issu e in this 
presidential campaig n y ear. 
The civ il rig hts bill that had been debat­ 
ed was appro v ed and sig ned into law. 
The issu e was clo sed when that happened. 
One thing this Repu blic sho u ld no t 
to lerate is ag itato rs who keep o pen and 
debatable pu blic 
qu estio ns 
that 
hav e 
been o fficially and leg ally dispo sed o f. 
Irreco ncilable So u therners pu lled t h a t 
trick fo r a centu ry after the Civ il War 
settled the rebellio n o f the Co nfederacy . 
They co ntinu ed to ag itate the issu e o f 
Neg ro rig hts after that had been settled 
by co nstitu tio nal amendment. 
They are still stalling o ff the U.S. Su ­ 
preme Co u rt’s o rder o n scho o l deseg re­ 
g atio n. 
They co ntinu e to talk abo u t states’ 
rig hts as if they were still threshing o u t 
the difference between a federatio n o f so v ­ 
ereig n states and a natio n in the Co nsti­ 
tu tio nal Co nv entio n o f 1789. 


Civ il. RIGHTS Is no t an issu e. The issu e 
has been clo sed. 
Why has no t been settled i.s whether the 
natio n has eno u g h respo nsible leadership 
in pu blic o ffices to g u arantee co nscien­ 
tio u s enfo rcement o f the laws no w o n the 
bo o ks. 


The situ atio n calls fo r a hig h o rder o f 
discipline o n the part o f bo th whites and 
Neg ro es. They hav e no t pro v ed they are 
capable in all way s and in all places 
o f o rderly behav io r. 
It calls fo r an alert and sensitiv e pu blic 
co nscience that will cring e at a Ro u t law 
attitu de. 
The Repu blic can be destro y ed by ir- 
rcco ncUability in 1964 as su rely as it 
almo st was destro y ed by irreco ncilability 
y ears ag o . 


THE ONI Y thing that can sav e it no w is 
the thing that sav ed it then — the deter­ 
minatio n o f ma.sses o f lo y al Americans to 
keep their dream fro m being shattered 
by tho se who nev er shared it. 
Civ il rig hts is no t an issu e in the 
1964 natio nal campaig n. Any o ne who dis­ 
reg ards the fact this issu e has been clo sed 
by co ng ressio nal actio n is do ing a g rav e 
pu blic disserv ice. 
And any o ne who tries to twist o u tbreaks 
o f civ il diso rder into ev idence that the 
civ il rig hts issu e is still debatable is mak­ 
ing a cru el disto rtio n o f fact. 
All that remains debatable is what needs 
to be do ne and what can be do ne — no t 
the principle o f civ il rig hts.

The bu dg et sho ws that $206,000 o f the 
g eneral fu nd’s estimated $649,318 receipts 
nex t y ear will be deriv ed fro m city inco me 
tax rev enu e. 
The g eneral fu nd is the branch that 
represents many o f the essential o pera­ 
tio ns o f the mu nicipality , no tably the fire 
and po lice departments, all the o ffices at 
City Hall and many o ther serv ices, su ch

If o wners o f real estate were asked to 
v o te additio nal tax es to pro v ide that $206,- 
000, it wo u ld requ ire an Increase o f mo re 
than fiv e mills. One mill in the city tax 
du plicate bring s in abo u t $40,000. It’s a 
matter o f simple arithmetic that o v er fiv e 
mills wo u ld be requ ired to pro du ce the 
$206,000. The bo o st in the tax rate wo u ld 
amo u nt to $4 o n each $1,000 o f v alu atio n. 
The latest repo rt Issu ed by State Au di­ 
to r Ro g er W Tracy sho ws 83 Ohio cities 


and v illag es no w help finance their o pera­ 
tio ns with an inco me tax . The so u rce pro ­ 
du ced mo re than $86 millio n in 1963. 
While o n the su bject o f tax , mo st resi­ 
dents mu st be applau ding the actio n o f 
the city inco me tax department in taking 
co u rt actio n ag ainst a co mparativ e few 
who hav e av o ided co mpliance with the law 
thro u g h failu re to file retu rns. A co nsis­ 
tent campaig n is co ntinu ing to hale into 
Mu nicipal Co u rt tho se who failed to file 
final retu m.s o n 1963 earning s and esti­ 
mates o n 1964 inco me. 
Pay ment o f tax es is o ne o f the du ties 
Impo sed u po n u s as Americans in retu rn 
fo r the priv ileg es we enjo y u nder o u r 
fo rm o f g o v ernment. One o f the basic 
principles o f o u r .sy stem is "equ al ju stice 
u nder the law,” 'Tho se same laws c o n- 
template that no citizen shall enjo y the 
priv ileg es o f the sy stem witho u t sharing 
in the attendant respo nsibilities. 
Co nsistent tax pay ers mu st hav e a bet­ 
ter attitu de to ward the tax since t h e y 
kno w no o ne Is being permitted to ig no re 
the law.

endless o il depo sits. Nig eria al­ 
so is in the midst o f dev elo ping 
its co al and iro n fields. 
Mr. Nkru mah a l s o bu ilds 
Co mmu nist labo r mo v ements as 
far east at Keny a o n the Indian 
Ocean all in co llabo ratio n with 
the Chinese Co mmu nists who 
are well aware o f his fetishism 
and enco u rag e it. 
Peking o perativ es are fasci­ 
nated by ju ju and g ri-g ris, 
which co me in all shapes, co lo rs 
and are hu ng any where o n the 
bo dy . Ju ju has l^en described 
as a strang e mix tu re o f primi­ 
tiv e medicine, sy mbo lism and 
brainwashing . It can be a po w­ 
erfu l weapo n. Many o f the pres­ 
idents o f African natio ns rang ­ 
ing acro ss the o ld French and 
British co lo nial states find it 
fierce to co pe with. 


IT REACHES fro m the bu sh, 
the sav annahs and rain fo rests 
rig ht into the big cities. Recent­ 
ly , fo r ex ample. President Ho u p- 
ho u et-Bo ig ny , o f the Iv o ry Co ast 
Repu blic, decided the time had 
co me to lau nch a co u nter-o ffens­ 
iv e ag ainst ju ju and the wear­ 
ing o f g ri-g ris as well as the 
Caribbean-cu ltist practices. 
This African president called 
to g ether his mo st impo rtant na­ 
tio nal 
leg islato rs, 
to p 
labo r 
chiefs and ev en so me chu rch 
o fficials. He to ld them that he 
believ ed that the men in the 
ro o m with him, who were at­ 
tempting to bu ild a mo dem na­ 
tio n, were hindered by their u se 
o f ju ju . 


He said blu ntly that v irtu ally 
all o f them wo re g ri-g ris—so me 
squ are, so me ro u nd, so me made 
o f bits o f material and, o f all 
thing s, plastic. Sewn o r baked 
into the g ri-g ris are the ho pes 
o f the wearers, so metimes writ­ 
ten in lo ng hand, so metimes ac­ 
tu ally o n a ty pewriter. 


PRESIDENT Ho u pho u et-Bo ig - 
ny sho wed them a tiny casket 
and charg ed that it was part 
o f the “death mag ic” which a 
po litical o ppo nent was attempt­ 
ing to u se ag ainst him. He did 
no t mind being the o bject o f 
this v o o do o ty pe cu rse, bu t he 
did mind mo dern leaders o f a 
state activ e in wo rld affairs fail­ 
ing to free themselv es fro m 
fetishes. 
Only the president can kno w 
what he really had in mind bu t 
it is certain that su ch men as 
he are distu rbed by the relu ct­ 
ance o f natio nal leaders to be­ 
g in a campaig n to wipe ju ju 
o u t o f the ru ral areas where 
mo st Africans liv e. Natio nal 
leaders o n this co ntinent kno w 
that the Chinese Reds are ex ­ 
plo iting the black mag ic. 
The Co mmu nists fro m Peking 
o perate their witchcraft center 
fro m Bu ju mbu ra in the king do m 
o f Bu ru ndi o v er in Central Af­ 
rica. The Chinese either bu y 
male o r female witch do cto rs 
o r simply 
set them u p in 
bu siness. 


THIS IS an o ld So v iet prac­ 
tice. 'The Ru ssians, being mo re 
mo dern, au to mated their witch­ 
craft. Transisto rs were pu t in 
bleached sku lls in o rder to speak 
to peasants and wo rkers in the 
hinterlands. The transisto r was 
merely a receiv er picking u p 
special bro adcasts. 
To day the Chinese Co mmu n­ 
ists are u sing ju ju acro ss Af­ 
rica—where 
it 
has 
different 
names—amo ng rebellio u s tribes­ 
men who are to ld that certain 
g ri-g ris o r amu lets o r pills will 
pro tect them ag ainst bu llets and 
later their reward will be “med­ 
icine” in the fo rm o f herbs and 
special po wders which will ma­ 
terialize their wishes. 
Tho se Chinese nev er miss a 
trick. 


Becau se o f the mu ltitu de o f 
disto rtio ns 
already 
emerg ing 
in the cu rrent presidential cam­ 
paig n, millio ns o f Americans 
hav e b e e n 
misled 
i n t o 
thinking 
that 
S en . G 0 1d- 
water, if elect­ 
ed 
president, 
wo u ld start a 
nu clear 
war. 
D e mo cratic 
leaders in Co n­ 
g ress hav e be­ 
g u n to charac- Dav id

terize the Repu blican presiden­ 
tial no minee as “trig g er-hap­ 
py ,” and v ario u s Demo cratic 
g o v erno rs hav e u sed the same 
innu endo . 
So o ner o r later tru th catches 
u p with fictio n. The criticism 
o f the statement made by Sen. 
Go ldwater so me time ag o was 
that he was willing to let mili­ 
tary co mmanders in the field ex ­ 
ercise their o wn ju dg ment as to 
when nu clear weapo ns wo u ld be 
u sed. Actu ally , the Arizo na sena­ 
to r was discu ssing a specific 
military pro blem that mig ht 
arise in Eu ro pe, and he was de­ 
scribing the impo rtance o f dele­ 
g ated au tho rity . 
He was no t referring to the 
o rdinary field co mmanders, bu t 
to the co mmander - in - chief 
o f American fo rces who , 
in 
mo st instances, wo u ld be the su ­ 
preme co mmander o f all Allied 
fo rces, ju st as Gen. Eisenho w­ 
er was in Wo rld War II and as 
Marshal Fo ch was in Wo rld 
War I. 
No bo dy who sto ps to think o f 
the su rprise attack that co u ld 
co me wo u ld wish to requ ire a 
military co mmander to g et o n 
the telepho ne and try to find the 
president o f the United States 
—while he may be trav eling 
aro u nd the co u ntry — in o rder 
to g et au tho rity to retaliate as 
American tro o ps were mean­ 
while being slau g htered ev ery 
minu te o f the time. 


THE ESSENCE o f military 
pro cedu re is that there mu st be 
deleg ated au tho rity — a pre­ 
scribed co u rse o f actio n that can 
be u sed instantly in an emer­ 
g ency . This is all that Sen. 
Go ldwater had in mind, and he 
wanted su ch deleg ated au tho r­ 
ity g iv en to the co mmander o f 
the NATO fo rces, no t to su bo r­ 
dinate military ' co mmanders in­ 
discriminately . 
As a matter o f fact, the Unit­ 
ed States g o v ernment u nder the 
Jo hnso n administratio n, and pre­ 
v io u sly u nder the Kennedy ad­ 
ministratio n, has been g iv ing 
carefu l stu dy to a plan kno wn 
as the “mu lti-lateral f o r e e,” 
which wo u ld u se nu clear wea­ 
po ns fro m v antag e po ints alo ng 
the co ast o f a Eu ro pean co u n­ 
try . 
The plan calls fo r 25 su rface 
ships, each equ ipped with eig ht 
Po laris missiles. Under cu rrent 
pro po sals, each co u ntry co u ld 
ex ercise a v eto bu t. if there 
were 
u nanimo u s 
ag reement 
amo ng the senio r o fficers o n a 


ship, they co u ld fire the missiles 
in an emerg ency . 
Since there wo u ld be mix ed 
crews, all the co mmanders o f 
the participating natio ns wo u ld 
ag ree befo re pu lling the trig ­ 
g er bu t plainly it wo u ld be the 
U S. co mmander in the field who 
wo u ld be ag reeing to the u se o f 
missiles in the ev ent o f attack. 


THE DETAIIJS o f these plans 
hav e no t y et been co mpleted, 
bu t In theo ry they are all based 
u po n the co ncejH o f deleg ated 
au tho rity . 
The pro blem is g ro wing mo re 
co mplex all the time, becau se 
there are sig ns that President 
de Gau lle o f France wants Eu ­ 
ro pe to g o it alo ne. He ev ident- 
hy 
no w 
has 
so me 
nu clear 
streng th, tho u g h the e x a c t 
amo u nt has nev er been an­ 
no u nced. 
He thinks that Eu ro pe sho u ld 
act as an entity and that it 
sho u ld no t depend u po n the 
United States. This do es no t 
mean that he wo u ld no t wel­ 
co me the help and the nu ­ 
clear 
po wer 
o f America 
if 
France is attacked. 
The United States, o n the o th­ 
er hand, has been willing to co ­ 
o perate with France and with 
o ther natio ns in o rder to g et 
a 
dear u nderstanding o f j u s t 
ho w nu clear weapo ns sho u ld be 
u sed, preferably thro u g h NA'TO. 
Ag ain and ag ain in the past 
there hav e been discu ssio ns as 
to who sho u ld really pu ll the 
trig g er, and there has been an 
impressio n that this has been 
left entirely to the president o f 
the United States. Bu t, mo re and 
mo re, the Eu ro pean military 
men, as well as hig h o fficials 
like President de Gau lle, hav e 
co me to reg ard su ch a remo te 
co ntro l as dang ero u s to their 
safety . 
Thu s 
the 
discu ssio n 
has tu rned to the deleg atio n o f 
au tho rity in certain kinds o f 
emerg encies. 


IT’S, THEREFORE, an illu ­ 
sio n to imply that Sen. Go ldwa­ 
ter has initiated the co ntro v ersy 
o r that any thing he has said 
ju stifies the interpretatio n g iv ­ 
en to his speeches o r co mments 
in the past o n the su bject o f 
deleg ated au tho rity . 
Sen. Go ldwater, as a reserv e 
o fficer in the Air Fo rce, is well 
acqu ainted with military pro ced­ 
u res, and wo u ld be the last 
man to adv o cate that any co m­ 
mander be g iv en au tho rity to 
pu ll the trig g er and start a nu ­ 
clear war. 
The who le qu ibble a bo u t 
what Sen. Go ldwater said o r 
didn’t say really is irrelev ant. 
It’s mo st u nfo rtu nate that so 
many peo ple hav e co me to 
believ e that the Arizo na senato r 
has intro du ced so mething new 
into the situ atio n o r that he is 
“impu lsiv e” o r “impru dent,” as 
his po litical enemies hav e tried 
to pictu re him. . 
The nu clear pro blem is a se­ 
rio u s o ne and sho u ld nev er be 
allo wed to beco me a fo o tball 
in party po litics.

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Gvil Rights Issue Closed 


Clvn rights is not an Issue In this 
presidential campaign year. 
The civil rights bill that had been debat­ 
ed was approved and signed into law. 
The issue was closed when that happened. 
One thing this Republic should not 
tolerate is agitators who keep open and 
debatable public 
questions 
that 
have 
been officially and legally disposed of. 
Irreconcilable Southerners pulled t h a t 
trick for a century after the Civil War 
settled the rebellion of the Confederacy. 
They continued to agitate the issue of 
Negro rights after that had been settled 
by constitutional amendment. 
They are still stalling off the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court’s order on school desegre­ 
gation. 
They continue to talk about states’ 
rights as if they were still threshing out 
the difference between a federation of sov­ 
ereign states and a nation in the Consti­ 
tutional Convention of 1789. 


CIVIL RIGHTS is not an issue. The issue 
has been closed. 
Why has not been settled is whether the 
nation has enough responsible leadership 
in public offices to guarantee conscien­ 
tious enforcement of the laws now on the 
books. 


The situation calls for a high order of 
discipline on the part of both whites and 
Negroes. They have not proved they are 
capable in all ways and in all places 
of orderly behavior. 
It calls for an alert and sensitive public 
conscience that will cringe at a flout law 
attitude. 
The Republic can be destroyed by ir­ 
reconcilability in 1%4 as surely as it 
almost was destroyed by irreconcilability 
years ago. 


THE ONLY thing that can save it now is 
the thing that saved it then — the deter­ 
mination of masses of loyal Americans to 
keep their dream from being shattered 
by those who never shared it. 
Civil rights is not an issue in the 
1964 national campaign. Anyone who dis­ 
regards the fact this issue has been closed 
by congressional action is doing a grave 
public disservice. 
And anyone who tries to twist outbreaks 
of civil disorder into evidence that the 
civil rights issue is still debatable is mak­ 
ing a cruel distortion of fact. 
All that remains debatable is what needs 
to be done and what can be done — not 
the principle of civil rights. 


A Lesson In Arithmetic 


There Is a lesson in arithmetic for all 
of us in the 1965 city budget, for which 
a public hearing was held today in Audi­ 
tor Lawrence Zollinger’s office. 
The budget shows that 8206,000 of tha 
general fund's estimated $649,318 receipts 
next year will be derived from city income 
tax revenue. 
The general fund is the branch that 
represents many of the essential opera­ 
tions of the municipality, notably the fire 
and police departments, all the offices at 
Qty Hall and many other services, such 
as street-lighting 
and 
school 
crossing 
guards. 
If owners of real estate were asked to 
vote additional taxes to provide that $206,- 
000, it would require an increase of more 
than five mills. One mill in the city tax 
duplicate brings in about $40,000. it’s a 
matter of simple arithmetic that over five 
mills would be required to produce the 
$208,000. The boost in the tax rate would 
amount to $4 on each $1,000 of valuation. 
The latest report Issued by State Audi­ 
tor Roger W Tracy shows 83 Ohio cities 


and villages now help finance their opera­ 
tions with an income tax. The source pro­ 
duced more than $86 million in 1963. 
While on the subject of tax. most resi­ 
dents must be applauding the action of 
the city income tax department in taking 
court action against a comparative few 
who have avoided compliance with the law 
through failure to file returns. A consis­ 
tent campaign is continuing to hale into 
Municipal Court those who failed to file 
final returns on 1963 earnings and esti­ 
mates on 1964 income. 
Payment of taxes is one of the duties 
Imposed upon us as Americans in return 
for the privileges we enjoy under o u r 
form of government. One of the basic 
principles of our system is ’‘equal justice 
under the law.” Those same laws c o n ­ 
template that no citizen shall enjoy the 
privileges of the system without sharing 
in the attendant responsibilities. 
Consistent taxpayers must have a bet­ 
ter attitude toward the tax since t h e y 
know no one is being permitted to ignore 
the law. 


More Figures For Planners 


Planning groups working on behalf of 
the city of East Liverpool and Columbi­ 
ana County as a whole have received an­ 
other warning note on the monumental 
Job they are facing.

Since his modernized witch doc­ 
tors—juju cultists—who special­ 
ize in fetishes want no harm 
to come to themselves by ad­ 
vising him wrongly, they warn 
him constantly not to go out. 
So he rarely is seen these days. 
Just how powerful a hold 
juju has on President Nkru­ 
mah was evident when he sacri­ 
ficed his most exultant pleas­ 
ure—the cheers of tens of thou­ 
sands of Ghanaians. 


ON JUNE 12 there were at 
least 100,000 people gathered in 
and around the sports stadium 
celebrating the 15th anniversary 
of the single ruling organization 
called the Convention People’s 
party. Mr. Nkrumah is chair­ 
man of the central committee 
and thus absolute r u l e r of 
Ghana. 
Usually such a vast celebra­ 
tion is unthinkable without the 
president of Ghana, who also is 
the party’s general secretary. 
But, despite all the gri-gris 
around his neck for protection, 
Mr. Nkrumah decided not to go. 
Instead, he sent a long message 
to be read to the throng by 
N. A. Welbeck, the party's ex­ 
ecutive secretary. 
President Nkrumah's advisers 
(actually sorcerers) persuaded 
him not to attend. So strongly 
does he believe in juju. 
To rationalize this devotion 
to black magic, which is the 
West 
African counterpart of 
Caribbean voodooism. Mr. Nkru­ 
mah mixes it with politics. He

believes it will protect him In 
his drives against the demo­ 
cratic nations on and off this 
continent. It has given him a 
man-of-destiny complex, much 
to the anger of democratic Afri­ 
can heads of state. 


NOT TOO LONG ago he was 
involved in an attempt to over­ 
throw the free government of 
Nigeria. He supplied money and 
intrigue—a n d 
Nigeria would 
have been quite a prize, since 
it is the most heavily populated 
African state, with more than 
40 million people. This nation, 
further east, also has just dis­ 
covered a hundred-year supply 
of natural gas and apparently 
endless oil deposits. Nigeria al­ 
so is in the midst of developing 
its coal and iron fields. 
Mr. Nkrumah a l s o builds 
Communist labor movements as 
far east at Kenya on the Indian 
Ocean all in collaboration with 
the Chinese Communists who 
are well aware of his fetishism 
and encourage it. 
Peking operatives are fasci­ 
nated by juju and gri-gris, 
which come in all shapes, colors 
and are hung anywhere on the 
body. Juju has been described 
as a strange mixture of primi­ 
tive medicine, symbolism and 
brainwashing. It can be a pow­ 
erful weapon. Many of the pres­ 
idents of African nations rang­ 
ing across the old French and 
British colonial states find it 
fierce to cope with. 


IT REACHES from the bush, 
the savannahs and rain forests 
right into the big cities. Recent­ 
ly, for example. President Houp- 
houet-Boignv, of the Ivory Coast 
Republic, decided the time had 
come to launch a counter-offens­ 
ive against juju and the wear­ 
ing of gri-gris as well as the 
Caribbean-cultist practices. 
This African president called 
together his most important na­ 
tional 
legislators, 
top 
labor 
chiefs and even some church 
officials. He told them that he 
believed that the men in the 
room with him. who were at­ 
tempting to build a modern na­ 
tion, were hindered by their use 
of juju.

Attack On Coldwater Questioned 


He said bluntly that virtually 
all of them wore gri-gris—some 
square, some round, some made 
of bits of material and, of all 
things, plastic. Sewn or baked 
into the gri-gris are the hopes 
of the wearers, sometimes writ­ 
ten in longhand, sometimes ac­ 
tually on a typewriter. 


PRESIDENT Houphouet-Boig- 
ny showed them a tiny casket 
and charged that it was part 
of the “death magic” which a 
political opponent was attempt­ 
ing to use against him. He did 
not mind being the object of 
this voodoo type curse, but he 
did mind modern leaders of a 
state active in world affairs fail­ 
ing to free themselves from 
fetishes. 
Only the president can know 
what he really had in mind but 
it is certain that such men as 
he are disturbed by the reluct­ 
ance of national leaders to be­ 
gin a campaign to wipe juju 
out of the rural areas where 
most Africans live. National 
leaders on this continent know 
that the Chinese Reds are ex­ 
ploiting the black magic. 
The Communists from Peking 
operate their witchcraft center 
from Bujumbura in the kingdom 
of Burundi over in Central Af­ 
rica. The Chinese either buy 
male or female witch doctors 
or simply 
set them up 
in 
business. 


THIS IS an old Soviet prac­ 
tice. The Russians, being more 
modern, automated their witch­ 
craft. Transistors were put in 
bleached skulls in order to speak 
to peasants and workers in the 
hinterlands. The transistor was 
merely a receiver picking up 
special broadcasts. 
Today the Chinese Commun­ 
ists are using juju across Af­ 
rica—where 
it 
has 
different 
names—among rebellious tribes­ 
men who are told that certain 
gri-gris or amulets or pills will 
protect them against bullets and 
later their reward will be “med­ 
icine” in the form of herbs and 
special powders which will ma­ 
terialize their wishes. 
Those Chinese never miss a 
trick.

Sooner or later truth catches 
up with fiction. The criticism 
of the statement made by Sen. 
Coldwater some time ago was 
that he was willing to let mili­ 
tary commanders in the field ex­ 
ercise their own judgment as to 
when nuclear weapons would be 
used. Actually, the Arizona sena­ 
tor was discussing a specific 
military problem that might 
arise in Europe, and he was de­ 
scribing the importance of dele­ 
gated authority. 
He was not referring to the 
ordinary field commanders, but 
to the commander - in - chief 
of American forces who, in 
most instances, would be the su­ 
preme commander of all Allied 
forces, just as Gen. Eisenhow­ 
er was in World War II and as 
Marshal Foch was in World 
War I. 
Nobody who stops to think of 
the surprise attack that could 
come would wish to require a 
military commander to get on 
the telephone and try to find the 
president of the United States 
—while he may be traveling 
around the country — in order 
to get authority to retaliate as 
American troops were mean­ 
while being slaughtered every 
minute of the time. 


THE ESSENCE of military 
procedure is that there must be 
delegated authority — a pre­ 
scribed course of action that can 
be used instantly in an emer­ 
gency. This is all that Sen. 
Goldwater had in mind, and he 
wanted such delegated author­ 
ity given to the commander of 
the NATO forces, not to subor­ 
dinate military commanders in­ 
discriminately. 
As a matter of fact, the Unit­ 
ed States government under the 
Johnson administration, and pre­ 
viously under the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration, has been giving 
careful study to a plan known 
as the “multi-lateral f o r e e,” 
which would use nuclear wea­ 
pons from vantage points along 
the coast of a European coun­ 
try 
The plan calls for 25 surface 
ships, each equipped with eight 
Polaris missiles. Under current 
proposals, each country could 
exercise a veto but, if there 
were

ship, they could fire the missiles 
in an emergency. 
Since there would be mixed 
crews, all the commanders at 
the participating nations would 
agree before pulling the trig­ 
ger but plainly it would be the 
U.S. commander in the field who 
would be agreeing to the use of 
missiles in the event of attack. 


THE DETAILS of these plans 
have not yet been completed, 
but in theory they are all based 
upon the concept of delegated 
authority. 
The problem is growing more 
complex all the time, because 
there are signs that President 
de Gaulle of France wants Eu­ 
rope to go it alone. He evident- 
by 
now 
has 
some 
nuclear 
strength, though the e x a c t 
amount has never been an­ 
nounced. 
He thinks that Europe should 
act as an entity and that it 
should not depend upon the 
United States. This does not 
mean that he would not wel­ 
come the help and the nu­ 
clear 
power 
of America 
if 
France is attacked. 
The United States, on the oth­ 
er hand, has been willing to co­ 
operate with France and with 
other nations in order to get a 
clear understanding of j u s t 
how nuclear weapons should be 
used, preferably through NATO. 
Again and again in the past 
there have been discussions as 
to who should really pull the 
trigger, and there has been an 
impression that this has been 
left entirely to the president of 
the United States. But, more and 
more, the European military 
men, as well as high officials 
like President de Gaulle, have 
come to regard such a remote 
control as dangerous to their 
safety. 
Thus 
the 
discussion 
has turned to the delegation of 
authority in certain kinds of 
emergencies. 


IT’S, THEREFORE, an illu­ 
sion to imply that Sen. Goldwa­ 
ter has initiated the controversy 
or that anything he has said 
justifies the interpretation giv­ 
en to his speeches or comments 
in the past on the subject of 
delegated authority. 
Sen. Goldwater, as a reserve 
officer in the Air Force, is well 
acquainted with military proced­ 
ures, and would be the last 
man to advocate that any com­ 
mander be given authority to 
pull the trigger and start a nu­ 
clear war. 
The whole quibble a b o u t 
what Sen. Goldwater said or 
didn’t say really is irrelevant. 
It’s most unfortunate that so 
many people have come to 
believe that the Arizona senator 
has introduced something new 
into the situation or that he is 
“impulsive” or “imprudent,” as 
his political enemies have tried 
to picture him. . 
The nuclear problem is a se­ 
rious one and should never be 
allowed to become a football 
in party politics.

sional soldier, determ ined to seek out the Indian leaders and 
force a frontier peace from them. 
Sunday the 200th anniversary of Bouquet’s expedition into 
Ohio, which included three cam ps in the area of present Co­ 
lumbiana County, will be observed at Lisbon by costumed 
“ Indian" and “Colonial" units in a mock battle. 
The “ Indians," led by Harry Cline of Wellsville, were to 
move into Lisbon today from the southwest, and the “Colon­ 
ials" were due from another direction. Both will camp tonight 
at the Fairgrounds where the battle will be staged tomorrow 
at 8

Why is it ex­ 
citing? It’s fairly new. Until the 
past few years not much has 
been known about how the rate 
of calorie ingestion can alter 
the way foodstuffs are m etab­ 
olized. 


WHEN FOOD is apportioned 
in small, easily handled loads, 
energy is provided at an even 
rate. The body 
is 
not 
over­ 
whelmed with excess food at 
any one time, and thus the lay­ 
ing down of excess fat in the 
tissues is avoided. If the grand 
total of calories for the day is 
not in excess of your require­ 
ments, you cannot weigh more 
by the scales — but more of 
your weight will be in body fat. 
Ask your doctor to explain why 
this is not in the interest of 
health. 
It m akes abiding good sense 
not to overeat at any one time. 
Obviously we cannot emulate 
the day - long nibblers, and 
always be piece - mealing. But 
we can learn from the scientif­ 
ic experim ents and alter o u r 
pattern of eating so as not to 
cram the m ajor portion of cal­ 
ories into one huge meal. 


The daily menus included in 
this series are within your re­ 
ducing calorie quotas, and fur­ 
nish all nutrition essentials. By 
dividing the calories into three 
m oderate meals, plus an ener­ 
gy boost in the late afternoon, 
the overload at dinner is avoid­ 
ed. 


IT IS WISE strategy to cut 
ahead of hunger with a protec­ 
tive snack in the late afternoon. 
lf you eat breakfast early and 
feel hungry In mid - morning. 


save your fruit juice from the 
morning meal and have it la­ 
ter. Warning: Be selective in 
your piece - mealing . . . choose 
a protective food, not a sweet. 
A sweet will defeat your pur­ 
pose. 
In planning your own meals, 
make protein the backbone of 
each of the three meals, for the 
timing on protein is particular­ 
ly important. At the finish of 
a modest meal, leave the table. 
Say to yourself, “ Anything I eat 
beyond this will be laid down 
as fat!” By this plan you re­ 
train your appestat, too.
